And whereas the suggestions received have been 
considered by the Central Government; 


Now , therefore, in exercise of the powers con 
ferred by section 30 of the Industries (Development 
and Regulation ) Act, 1951 (65 of 1951) , the Central 
Government hereby makes the following rules , 
namely : - 


( a ) where it relates to the manufacture or 
production of coal, hard coke, soft coke in res 
pect of each individual colliery unit and coke 
plant, to the Coal Controller ; 

( b ) where it relates to the manufacture or 
production of vanaspati, to the Vanaspati Direc 
torate ; and 

( c ) where it relates to the manufacture or 
production of sugar , to the sugar Directorate . 


1. Short title : (i) These rules may be called the 
Scheduled Industries (Submission of Production 
Returns ) , Rules, 1979 . 

( ii ) They shall come into force on the date of 
their publication in the Official Gazette . 


( 3 ) The return in relation to any month referred 
to in sub - rule ( 1 ) shall be submitted before the 
expiry of the 15th of the month next following: 


Provided that where any Form indicates that any 
information is to be furnished at other intervals 
than the interval specified by this rule, such infor 
mation shall be furnished at such other intervals . 


2. Application : These rules shall apply to all the 
industries specified in the First Schedule to the 
Act, except industries engaged in the manufacture 
or production of aircraft, arms and ammunition 
and all articles mentioned under the heading 
" 23. Textiles (including those dyed , printed or 
otherwise processed ) " , in the aforesaid First Sche 
dule, not being those made wholly or in part of jute , 
including jute twine and rope . 


( 4 ) Every return referred to in sub -rule ( 1 ) 
submitted to the Director General, Technical De 
velopment, the Iron and Steel Controller and the 
authorities referred to in sub - rule ( 2 ), shall be 
accompanied by one copy thereof certified as true 
copy by the owner in relation to any industry sub 
mitting the return . 


3. Definitions: In these rules , unless the context 
otherwise requires, 

(a ) Act means the Industries (Development 
and Regulation ) Act , 1951 (65 of 1951 ) ; 

( b ) " Form " means a form attached to these 
rules . 


5. Penalties : Whoever contravenes any of the 
provisions of these rules shall be punishable under 
section 24 of the Act .

(i) in any case referred to in clause ( a ) or 
(b ) , the Directorate General of Technical De 
velopment and the Ministries administratively 
concerned with such industry ; 


2. One Form shall be used for one product only . 


3. The owner in relation to the industry shall invariably 

complete parts I, I and III of this Form to the 
extent relevant to their products, and shall complete 
Part VII on employment only twice a year in June 
and December . Other parts of the Form shall be 
completed in accordance with the guidelines provided 
to the undertakings by the Director General of 
Technical Development from time to time.
